Cut out of China cm* Siberia or Turkestan, 
whichever you choose, is Mongolia. The Mongols 
have played a curious role in history, suddenly 
emerging to significance in the 12th century and 
conquering much of Europe and -Ana and then 
receding to a small, insignificant collection of 
tribes. Genghis Khan, who brought the Mongols 
to power, was born in the region of Lake Baikal. 
He married the daughter of the chief of Kara­ 
korum. where he established his capital. Then he 
subdued the whole of Mongolia. 
In 1211, he began to conquer North China and 
in due course took the entire countiy. He also 
moved westward and conquered Turkestan and 
the great cities of Khiva, Samarkand and Bok­ 
hara. Thus, Genghis Khan not only possessed 
military power but he accumulated g n a t wealth. 
He then mo\ed into Persia, the Caucasus and 
Russia and into India. 
Having conquered so much of the world, he 
returned to Karakorum in 1224 and set himself 
up as a great ruler but he did not live long. 
Modern Mongolia is a large country pl 1.367,- 
000 square miles, but its population is small. 2,- 
500,OOO, and it is likely to remain small because 
much of Mongolia consists of the Gobi Desert, a 
land which is uselul for cattle and horse grazing 
but for little else*. 
When China became a republic, Mongolia was 
divided into two parts, Outer and Inner. D ie lat­ 
ter part, closer to China, attracted many Chinese 
who introduced Chinese methods ot agriculture. 
Urga was the capital of Mongolia and I have been 
on the Kaigan-Urga Road in my day. It is a land 
without any excitement. 
It is to be noted that although the Chinese 
are often referred to as a Mongoloid people, they 
are not Mongols; nor are the Japanese. In fact, 
the Mongols are closer to the Turkish tribe called 
the Uigurs who ultimately showed up in Hungary’ 
and Finland. 
Since the Russian conquest of the Amur re­ 
gion by Muraviev-Amursky, (1858f Russia has 
sought to conquer the whole of Mongolia and 
Turkestan, One of the earliest wars iought by 
China against Russia was over the Iii region of 
Turkestan. The Amar, which became the dividing 
line between Siberia and China also establishes 
the historic fact that the Maritime Provinces ot 
Siberia are more Chinese than Russian territory. 
There is no natural boundary line between 
Mongolia and Sibe ria or Mongolia and Turkestan.

Khrushchev Seen Wanting 
Berlin Victory Without War 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


IN EUROPE, Aug. 8—All that 
Nikita Khrushchev wants is the 
surrender of the West on the 
Berlin issue without war. This, 
he is confident, would do away 
with the “war psychosis,” and 
he frankly declares that the fur­ 
ther development of communism 
would thus be assured, not only 
in East Germany but 
in the 
satellite countries as well, which, 
he confesses, 
might otherwise 
succumb to Western influence. 
A reading of the full text of 
the speech of the Soviet Premier 
on Monday night reveals a bold 
demand for surrender, couchi*d 
in argumentative but seemingly 
conciliatory language. Parts of 
the speech could well have been 
uttered by President Kennedy 
or by any other Western states­ 
man. For example, Mr. Khru­ 
shchev says: 
“Life 
demands 
that 
states­ 
men should not only say rea­ 
sonable things but also should 
not permit themselves in polities 
to cross the line when the voice 
of reason falls silent and a blind 
and dangerous game with the 
destines of peoples and states 
begin. . . . 
Honest Meeting 
“Let us honestly meet at a 
round-table conference. 
Let us 
not create a war psychosis. Let 
us clear the atmosphere. Let us 
rely on reason and not on the 
power of thermonuclear weap­ 
ons.” 
But such passages were inter­ 
woven with denunciations of the 
alleged war passions of the West, 
and with 
boasts 
that Soviets 


incandesce 
the 
atmosphere 
in 
order to prepare war.” 
The whole speech is an at­ 
tempt to put the blame on the 
West through “mobilization” of 
Western 
military 
forces, 
as 
Khrushchev describes it. By con­ 
trast, he wishes the world to 
know that at least, for the time 
being — Russia 
isn’t increasing 
her armament or preparations 
for war. 
Baals of Hope 
But is there any real clew In 
the speech to what could hap­ 
pen in the all-important "nego­ 
tiation” that the Soviet premier 
says he wants? Hopes, however 
mistaken they may prove to lie, 
are liaised on this suggestion in 
the speech. 
“We propose that it should be 
stipulated in the peace treaty 
that the free city of West Ber­ 
lin shall be granted the freedom 
of communication with the out­ 
side world. We agree to The es­ 
tablishment of any most effec­ 
tive guarantees of the indepen­ 
dent develojiment and the se­ 
curity of the free city of West 
Berlin.” 
But Mr. Khrushchev W'ants an 
end to any military occupation of 
West Berlin and, when Western 
troops have been removed, lie ex­ 
pects East German Communists 
to take care of the people of 
Berlin. He says that “access to 
Berlin and the question of a 
peace treaty as a whole is only 
a pretext” for the West, and 
that if the peace treaty were 
dropped, it would be regarded as 
a “strategic breakthrough and 
would widen the range of their 
(Western) demands at once.” He 
then reveals his true reason for 
stirring up the Berlin crisis and 
for his basic fears, as he sa>s:

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Old Timer’s Civil War Notes 


By C. A. WINCHELL, Shokan, N. Y. 
Few regim ents bore a more 
conspicuous* part in the Civil 
W ar, and very few suffered heav­ 
ier losses than the 120th New 
York Volunteers, whose original 
roster of some 900 men was prin­ 
cipally composed of U lster Coun­ 
ty men suupplemented by three 
companies recruited in Greene 
County. That such a splendid rec­ 
ord of this grand old infantry 
regim ent's personnel and valor­ 
ous deeds has been preserved for 
posterity, is due to the time and 
effort expended by a few inter­ 
ested men who set down, at one 
time or another, the findings of 
memory and research pertinent 
to the subject. The History of the 
Regim fnt, w ritten by the Rev. 
Cornelius Van Santvoord, D.D., 
of Kingston, is as inspiring a 
tale of self-sacrifice as can be 
found anywhere among histories 
of the unit^ which fought for the 
preservation of the Union. 
General 
George 
H. 
Sharpe, 
Kingston resident who organized 
the 120th and was its first com­ 
mander, of course supplied a 
large part of Dr. Van Sant- 
voord’s m aterial, and other vet­ 
erans who furnished much valu­ 
able information included: Col. 
C. D. W estbrook, MacDonald Van 
VVagoner, 
Egbert 
Lewis, 
Maj. 
Jam es II. 
Everett, W ilbur L. 
Hale and Edward B. Dumond. 
V eteran Lewis had kept a full 
and 
complete 
diary 
through 
nearly all the time the regiment 
was in active service. This last 
was indeed a rem arkable feat, 
considering the large num ber of 
battles, engagem ents and skir­ 
mishes In which these 900 orig­ 
inal members, and their subse­ 
quent more than 600 replace­ 
m ents due to casual ties, were 
participants. 
Comrade Dumond during the 
1880's wrote a num ber of Inter­ 
esting stories to The Freem an 
in which he depicted the Yankee 
soldier’s activities in camp, on 
the m arch and in the thick of 
furious fighting, and it is from 
such intim ate glimpses of the 
war scene that we of another 
century are able to glean num er­ 
ous details of the great conflict 
which 
today 
would 
probably 
rome under the head of “human 
interest 
stories.” 
Your 
Old 
Timer some years ago was given 
a yellow ed copy of The Freeman, 
circa 1886, and this paper, con­ 
taining sidelights on our U lster 
County 
boys’ 
movements 
im­ 
mediately following Gettysburg, 
comes in mighty handy in com­ 
piling a Centennial series on our 
part 
in the w ar effort. The 
120th had suffered heart-rending 
losses during the hectic G ettys­ 
burg Three Days and now the 
regim ent, or w hat was left of it, 
was on its way back to Virginia. 
Veteran Dumond’s 
‘travelogue’ 
takes up more than a column of 
the old hand-set, clow* spaced 
small type of 75 years ago; to 
quote it in full would require, 
say, three of today’s columns, so 
I will attem pt only p art of it, 
skipping a little, here and there 
but m aking like’he’s quoting the 


old soldier pretty 
much 
ver­ 
batim. 
A tter the B attle of G ettys­ 
burg, the Cpnfererate Army re­ 
crossed the Potomac and were 
soon 
followed 
bv 
the 
Union 
forces. We crossed on a pontoon 
bridge at H arper’s Ferry, passed 
near the engine house made fa­ 
mous by John Brown, and halt­ 
ed on the heights south of the 
river. We rested a while and 
then marched south, keeping to 
the east of the Blue Ridge. Gen­ 
eral Le'* was ham pressed. It 
was necessary to keep the gaps 
in the mountains well guarded 
to 
keep 
him 
from 
breaking 
through, At Manasses Gap such 
an attem pt was expected and 
our brigade of six regim ents was 
sent to prevent it. Our column 
marched up the road, through a 
narrow defile until w’e reached 
an open section well 
up the 
mountain. 
At 
this 
point 
five 
regiments formed in line of b at­ 
tle behind a stone wall on one 
side of the road. 
O ur regiment was sent south, 
across the fields, deployed as a 
line 
of 
skirm ishers, 
and 
ad­ 
vanced a mile or two in the di­ 
rection from which the enemy 
was expected. As we passed the 
other regiments, to take up what 
was supposed to be the most 
dangerous position, many taun­ 
ting rem arks were made to us 
by the V eterans—for the first 
year or so we were not allowed 
to forget th at a lot of us were 
only 
recruits. 
No Rebels 
ap­ 
peared 
so 
we 
established 
a 
picket line and made ourselves 
comfortable. By and by a flock 
of sheep came along and we be­ 
gan to fill our haversacks with 
m utton. The officer of the day 
th at night reported the enemy 
had appeared from another di­ 
rection, and that the seasoned 
troops who had laughed at us, 
supposing w> were to bear the 
brunt of the fighting, had them ­ 
selves been sent against them. 
There was a sharp skirmish, re­ 
sulting in several wounded, be­ 
fore they drove the Southeners 
down into the Shenandoah Val­ 
ley. 
The owner of the flock of 
sheep appeared at headquarters 
and complained of his loss. As 
he seemed really needy, a small 
purse was made up for him. O ur 
m arch south was in m any re­ 
spects, pleasant. There was a 
subdued feeling in the regiment 
because of the ‘recent loss of 
so 
many 
our 
our 
comrades, 
yet we did not feel or realize 
it 
as 
w*e 
would 
have 
done 
at home. The infantry always 
m arched in the fields, leaving the 
roads 
for 
the 
artillery 
and 
the wagons. One day we came to 
a field almost entirely covered 
w ith blackberries, ripe and de- 
licious, so 
course the men fell 
out of ranks to pick and eat the 
berries. .Some of the officers con­ 
sidered this a serious breach of 
discipline and tried to stop it. 
but 
w ithout 
avail. 
Finally, 
a 
form al halt was ordered and we 
all 
enjoyed 
a 
full 
ration 
of 
blackberries. 
We 
reached 
the 
Rappahanock, again, about the 
first of August. 
Yes, just about a m onth since 
th at grueling m arch to G ettys­ 
burg and the inferno th at was 
The Three Days. It was good 
that our boys had the pleasant 
interlude. And that berry diet 
was good for them, too; army 
doctors 
opined 
that 
countless 
lives were saved by the preven­ 
tative and remedial properties of 
the humble blackberry, during 
the season when the Old Do­ 
minion States was one big patch 
of th e m —C A W .

he meant communism. 
Felly attacked the recent* state­ 
ments of City Manager Joseph 
McD. Mitchell that he was intro­ 
ducing into Newburgh's welfare 
department a trend away from 
degree-holding 
caseworkers 
and 
also would use thought control in 
orienting new personnel. 
Mitchell, w’ho has drawn nation­ 
al attention to the city for its 
challenge to existing state and fed­ 
eral welfare programs, said he 
wanted welfare pe rsonnel to em­ 
phasize the individual s duty to so­ 
ciety, rather than society's duty 
to die individual. 
Newburgh 
has 
inaugurated 
a 
stringent, 13-point program of re­ 
strictions on 
welfare 
payments. 
The state is challenging 12 of the 
13 points in court.

Action Assured to Prevent 
Undue Grain Price Advance

WASHINGTON (AP) - If there 
are any complaints about effects 
of 
the 
Kennedy 
administration 
feed grain program, they are like­ 
ly to come from the Northeastern 
part of the country. 
Dairy, poultry and other live­ 
stock producers in this area—ex­ 
tending from 
Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey into upper stretches 
of New England—wall be keerping 
a 
close eye on this program, 
which is designed to halt over­ 
production of corn and other feed 
grains. 
Deficit Grain Area 
Although primarily an industrial 
area, this region also is a big pro­ 
ducer of milk. eggs and poultry. 
It 
also, produces 
considerable 
numbers of beef cattle, hogs and 
sheep. 
The Northeast Is a deficit feed 
grain producing area. It is rich in 
pastures and in production of hay. 
bpt must depend heavily on corn 
and other concentrated livestock 
and poultry feeds produced in the 
big surplus-producing areas of the 
Midwest. 
Hence, anything that affects pro­ 
duction, supplies and prices of 
these grains also vitally affects 
these Northeastern farmers—per­ 
haps much more than their com­ 
petitor Midwestern producers of 
milk, poultry, eggs and meat ani­ 
mals. 
'Hie Northeastern farmers say 
they would be forced out of pro­ 
duction should feed grain supplies 
became unduly scarce and high in 
price. 
Opposition Explained 
lr was concern over the avail­ 
ability of ample supplies of feed 
grains at reasonable prices that 
influenced many members of Con­ 
gress—Democrats as well as Re­ 


publicans — to oppose the feed 
grain program w hen it was up for 
approval. 
The test of the feed grain pro­ 
gram insofar as the Northeastern 
livestock farmers are concerned 
will come in the fall, when 1961 
crop com and other feed grains 
start moving to harvest. Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville L. Freeman 
has promised to t ike action to 
prevent an undue advance in price 
as a on sequence of the anticipat­ 
ed reduction in production. 
Any pinching of Northeastern 
dairymen or paultrymen on feed 
prices and supplies would be felt 
by consumers in that area. Any 
deterioration in the feed situation 
—from the standpoint of these 
farmers — would be reflected in 
a decline in milk, poultry and egg 
production in Hie area and higher 
retail prices

many 
proposals for legislation come 
from average citizens and pub­ 
lic officials who feel the need 
tor the change in an existing 
law or the creation of a new 
law. 
This proposal is subm itted to 
an assem blym an or senator, and 
in turn is forwarded to the leg- 
lislative Bill Drafting Commis­ 
sion. The proposal is analyzed 
and 
investigated 
thoroughly, 
then the information regarding 
the proposed legislation is again 
referred back to the assembly­ 
man or senator. 
H arp explained how the aver­ 
age citizen should approach an 
assem blym en or senator for leg­ 
islation. FirsA of all, H arp sug­ 
gested getting the request to 
the representative as soon as 
possible a fte r both Houses in Al­ 
bany convene. Secondly, submit 
the p articular problem in detail, 
and if the individual feels there 
is a concrete solution to the 
problem, this Is also subm itted.

icate, sensitive nuances. 
Mr. Goldstein, violinist, pro­ 
duces a very beautiful sound, 
truly lush. At times in the quiet 
Brahm s second movement it was 
nebulous and silky. His playing 
seems weU suited to the more 
Rom antic style and repertoire. 
In all, the q u a rte ts perform ­ 
ance w as a fine one well received.

While officials battled

time to forestall what music lov­ 
ers consider a tragedy of Wagner­ 
ian proportions, nearly all of the 
Met's 
singers made clear they 
still 
consider 
themselves 
under 
contract 
to the world - famous 
opera company. 
Two of them— Leontyne Price 
and 
Rise 
Stevens—had 
cabled 
Washington in a move that ap­ 
parently 
precipitated 
GokJberg's 
intervention 
Locally, Mayor Robert F, Wag­ 
ner scheduled a meeting with Al 
Ma mitt I, president of Local 802 of 
the Ame recon Federation of Mu­ 
sicians. and other union officials. 
It was the union's demand for 
a wage hike that led to the can­ 
cellation Monday. The Met said 
the union had demanded a weekly 
base pay of $248 for musicians—a 
raise of $18 over last season. 
The opera called the demand 
•‘exorbitant” and said it could not 
afford to meet it. Consequently. 
it released its singers from their 
contracts no they could make oth­ 
er arrangements.

He estimated it at about $515 
billion now and $500 billion when 
the Kennedy administration took 
over in January. 
"What this m eans is that we 
have had a substantial 
amount 
of recovery from the recession,” 
he Mid. 
He estimated the country needs 
a gross national product of $585 
to $600 billion a year to avoid an 
intolerable 
level 
of 
unemploy­ 
ment 
Goldberg made the comments 
to newsmen as he waited lo a d -1 
dress the international convention 
of 
the 
United 
Association 
of 
Plumbers and Pipefitters. 
In his B re d i to the convention 
—on his 51 rd birthday—be report-J 
ed the nation's missile and space 
programs lost only 209 man-days 
in July because of labor disputes. 
More than a million man-days 
were worked rn those programs j 
in the month, he said. 
The delegates adopted a resolu­ 
tion which dinvted each of the 
union’s 745 locals to establish a 
political education committee.
